Financial Tightness Of The 
Chest Afflicts Sportsmen As 
Masterships Go Begging 


By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 


It is on record that Parson Jack 
Russell (we still hear of ‘Jack Rus- 
sell’ breed of terriers) walked 1000 
miles with a few old foxhounds and 
some of the aforementioned terriers 
before killing his first otter. The 
fact of the matter was the Hounds 
didn’t know what they were expect- 
ed to hunt. Today those who are 
keen on the Summer branch of 
venery see to it that they have one 
or two pure-bred otterhounds out 
to act as schoolmasters. Sport by 
the water-side will this year be res- 
tricted-lack of petrol for travel and 
lack of funds will necessitate this 
when otterhunting begins in a week 
or two. 


Financial ‘tightness of the chest’ 
is going to cripple sportsmen and 
sport for many moons. As I write 
the Masterships of five of England’s 
most famous packs of foxhounds are 
vacant-the Belvoir, Quorn, Cottes- 
more, Fernie and Pytchley. With 
these Hunts it has hitherto almost 
seemed that money was no object’ 
but though there is no question 
about them carrying on. it will not 
be easy to find men with means to 
“do the thing as it has been done. 

As to shooting, well, the same ap- 
plies. An agent who is responsible 
for letting a number of well-known 
grouse moors told me this week that 
there had so far been no enquiries, 
& that it was not expected that cus- 
tomary rents for shooting rights 
would be obtained for many years— 
if ever again. The other evening in 
a well-known country club a number 
of estate owners were discussing fu- 
ture game prospects, & one by one 
they told the same story ‘‘No money 
to do any rearing this year’’, ‘‘Not 
sufficient keepers & watchers left to 
see to things if we did rear pheas- 
ants’, & “Only a few old fogies like 
ourselves to shoot if the game was 
there.”” The possibility of letting 
shooting rights to hitherto not much 
liked town syndicates was discussed 
& a squire of ancient lineage re- 
marked ‘‘At any rate they’d pay the 
wages of the keepers, their cheque to 
me would be devilish useful, & even 
if I didn’t reserve the right to be 
present when they came to shoot, my 
old keeper would take jolly good 


care that they played the game.” 
What is to happen with grouse 
moors and famous partridge and 


pheasant shoots is a problem for this 
season and the future. Not a few 
who have hitherto relied on shoot- 
ing rents from their moors and deer 
forests to enable them to live will be 
hard hit, whilst many of those who 
have preserved pheasants as much 
for the enjoyment of their friends as 
for their own sport will have neither 
the £. S. d., nor friends available 
this year. 

Racing folk, generally, and own- 
ers, trainers, jockeys and hunters in 
particular, are superstitious to a 
greater extent than they themselves 
are conscious about. When the flat

speak for themselves. This record is 
the more remarkable, due to the fact 
that Milkman was badly injured in 
one hock as a two year old, leaving 
him with a permanently enlarged 
joint. When horses race with infirm- 
ities such as this, it is difficult if not 
impossible ‘to estimate their true 
racing capacity accurately. Milkman 
must have been cut out for a much 
better horse than he ever showed 
himself to be in public. However, 
the interesting thing from the breed 
er’s standpoint is that while his 
sound legs may have left him his 
determination did not. 

Milkman’'s sire Cudgel, was the 
undisputed handicap leader of his 
day. He was one of the best sons of 
Broomstick, and in the ordinary 
course of affairs he would have be- 
come premier sire in one of the great 
breeding farms of the country. Yet 
he happened to be owned by J. K. L. 
Ross, a Canadian, with the result 
that he was retired to Canada, His 
record there was outstanding. As a 
stallion he was a_ yeritable Triton 
among the minnows. In spite of that 
fact, he was scarcely patronized at 
all by American breeders 

Milkmaid, the dam of Milkman 
must have been one of the few good 


mares ever bred to Cudgel. She was 
one of the best mares of her day, 
running as a two, three, four and 
five year old, starting in all forty 
winning twenty 
thirteen times 
second, six times third, and six times 


eight times, and 


three races, being 


unplaced. Among her stake victories 
were the Pimlico Oaks, the Ladies 
Handicap, in which she defeated the 
great mare Cleopatra (later dam of 
Pompey), the Tomboy Handicap and 
the Bouquet Handicap. 


Apart from having a sire and dam 
both of whom were in the first class 
as performers, the most interesting 
thing to breeders about Milkman’s 
bloodlines is that there is only one 
of the fashionable strains of blood 
his grand- 
sire Broomstick. The result is that

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The Master Of The Cattistock Takes Up The Subject Of Care And 
Feeding Of Bitches At Whelping Time For Which Excellent 
Information The Chronicle Is Most Grateful 


By A. Henry Higginson, M. I. H. 


In England, and in America too, a Hound’s age is reckoned as from the 
first of December,, just as a thoroughbred horse’s age is reckoned from the 
first of January. This rule obtains at all Hound Shows in England and at 
some in America. It, therefore, behooves those Masters who wish to take ad- 
vantage of the size and strength gained by early birth, to get their bitches 
bred early, so that they will whelp as soon after December Ist. as possible. 
This is true where warm whelping quarters are available, and where the 
climate is sufficiently mild to admit of getting the whelps out in the open 
air fairly early; but I have found that early whelping in the United States, 
where climatic conditions are often severe, and always treacherous in the 
Spring, is risky and I am by no means sure that anything is gained. In any 
case, whether the whelps arrive in January or three or four months later, 
a wise Master will have put his best bitches to the dog before this article is 
in print; and it is with the care of the pregnant bitches and of their whelps 
after birth, that I am writing. 


It should always be remembered that the care and feeding of a bitch after 
breeding and before the birth of the whelps has nearly as much influence 
on the size and strength of the offspring as the care bestowed upon them 
after birth. After a bitch has recovered from the heat during which she 
has been bred, she should not be hunted for more than three or four weeks. 
The period of gestation is, of course, sixty-three days, and during the last 
five weeks of this time a Bitch is much better off without violent exercise. 
She should not be shut up, however, but directly she is seen to be in whelp, 
she should be turned out to run about the kennels and ground as much as 
she wants, provided she does not get the habit of visiting the back-yards and 
swillbuckets of the neighborhood, where she might well pick up feed which 
would prove to be deleterious to her own health and that of her future off- 
spring. She should be fed regularly; given plenty of meat,—much of it raw, 
and all the milk she wants; and to this milk should be added either lime- 
water or precipitate phosphate of lime,—preferably the latter. As her time 
approaches, especial care should be taken that she does not get into the 
habit of sleeping in a place which neccessitates special exertion in jump- 
ing on and off her bench. If the kennel is possessed of small whelping-pens, 
which are regularly designed for the purpose, so much the better. Let her 
sleep in one of these for at least a week before the whelps are expected, in 
order that she become accustomed to it, and let her have plenty of good dry 
straw with which to make her bed. Under normal conditions bitches rarely 
whelp ahead of time, though they often, especially in the case of older 
bitches, are two or three days late. Should more than this time elapse, or 
the bitch appear restless, it is advisable to call in a Veterinarian; for it is 
not unusual for it to be necessary to help a bitch,—-especially a young one, 
in the delivery of her whelps. Most Huntsmen who are worthy of the name 
will have had considerable experience in these matters, but remember that 
many a good Huntsmen is often careless about sterilizing his instruments or

Spring has come and with it the 
sweet mingling music of peepers, 
tractors, chickens and Hounds. 

On Tuesday we met on the high 
bluffs overlooking Cold Spring Har- 
bor and ‘Old Faithful’ the ravine 
fox stretched himself and slowly 
climbed the wooded hillside. Reach- 
ing level ground where the altitude 
had a beneficial effect on scent, “‘Old 
Faithful” had to run and run fast. 
He abandoned his usual ring around 
the Jennings woods, for Hounds 
were alarmingly close, and south- 
east he ran over the West-Neck road 
down the Crane driveway, through 
a field of bayberry bushes, over the 
rubbish surrounding a half complet- 
ed house, down a wooded path onto 
a highroad and Hounds, remarkable 
creatures, “stayed not for brake and 
stopped not for stone’’. 

It was the wind swept Hunting- 
ton golf course which after twenty 
flying minutes brought them to a 
check and from here on forty min- 
utes of slow painstaking trailing 
through the village, up into wooded 
bluffs, down paths intended solely 
for the meanderings of Garden Club 
members finally gave Hounds and 
Allison the satisfaction of marking 
their fox to ground back in the 
ravine. 

On Thursday, nine coverts cover- 
ing roughly six miles of country 
were drawn without result and but 
one more covert remained between 





us and the waiting cars and vans. 
The field had dwindled to a handful 
as Allison cheered Hounds through 
the Francke woodland and cheered 
us by declaring a fox would certain- 
ly be found here. 

So sooner said than the pack 
jumped one and went out of the 
woods into the Woodward field like 
a rocket. Too much like a rocket, for 
in their zeal they over ran and it 
took a few minutes and some help 
from a tattle tale flock of crows to 
straighten them out once more. Then 

Hounds settled down and ran hard 
through Chadbourne’s across Fran- 
cke’s, running south into Cary’s 
where a fresh fox unsettled the field 
more than Hounds, (you know 
“Tally-ho” here and ‘‘Tally-ho there) 
and so on with the hunted fox into 
Howe’s running south-east. This was 
a real burst over the open which 
catapulted the lot of us into the 
woods without that nice control so 
highly recommended by Forts Riley, 
Leavenworth and West Point. 

How or why this fox was eventu- 
ally lost in these woods I do not 
know, for Hounds were running hard 
right up to the moment they lost and 
Allison’s circular cast raised not so 
much as a whimper. Twenty-seven 
minutes, worth the hours we had 
waited for it. 

Saturday was a blank day and as 
I heard the tractors this Sunday 
morning as well as the village church 
bells, it looks as though we could not 
hunt much longer.—B. B.

Harrison was 10 lengths away at 

Black Sweep’s finish, turning in 
a creditable performance against the 
class of *Ksceape TIE and consider- 
ing it was Black Sweep’s first out- 
ing of the 1939 season. 

Mr. Murdock showed great per- 
sistency, in finishing the course with 
Sir Romeo, though far out of it. 
Sir Romeo got a good school and 
jumped in fine form. Mr. Murdock’s 
effort was rewarded when Judges 
disqualified Mr. Merryman Jr., and 
Monty R. who had cut a flag, after 
the 4th., jump, on each turn of the 
course, Mr. Merryman had taken this 
flag as a ‘“‘directional one’’ not con- 
sidering that all red flags should be 
kept to the left. 

The Richmond Plate brought out 
four, with Yemasee, new ‘chaser ac- 
quisition of Mrs. Reginald Sinclare’s, 
formerly of The Thomas Hitchock 
Stable, being made the favorite at 
3-5. Yemas€e has always been dif- 
ficult to saddle and when ever he has 
become excited in a stall, Mr. Hitch- 
cock took him out in the open. On 
Saturday at Curles Neck, scene of 
the Deep Run Meeting, Yemasee was 
saddled in the open paddock. He 
reared, then seemed to jump in the 
air from his hind legs and fell back- 
wards. There was an _ excruciating 
crunching sound, as it seemed that 
he doubled his tail backwards under 
him, as he fell. Yemasee did not ap- 
pear to be in pain as he went post- 
ward with his Trainer-Rider W. Hay- 
hurst up and was second all the way 
to the 12th., back of the pace-maker 
*Different Il carrying the colors of 
R. K, Mellon, wth J. Magee aboard. 
However Yemasee never threatened 
and jumped badly, running the

whole way with his tail clamped. 
and immobile. 

*Different II is a lovely moving 
sort. He gained ground over his 
jumps. Mr. Jones chose to rate Matey, 
held at even money, well off the 
frontrunner, sometimes as much as 
25 lengths through the first turn. At 
the 8th., fence, Matey was third 
8 lengths away and didn’t move up 
to second, a length away from *Dif- 
ferent II until the 11th. Here he 
made a bad jump, and Mr. Jones 
very smartly took him up, steadied 
him and moved again at the 12th., 
where he was 2 lengths away. Matey 
and *Different If were head and 
head through the finish, with *Dif- 
ferent II losing a slight bit of ground 
as he swerved slightly along the line 
leading into the rail. Over the rail 
hung hundreds of people, possibly a 
hinderance to *Different II, who 
finished gamely on the inside while 
the Man o’War son, Matey, won by a 
neck, in 4:18-4-5. Yemasee was third 
and G. C. Tuke’s King Cob fourth, 
never better than third, when he 
was up this far in the first mile. 

Montpelier’s double was completed 
with Matey’s win, Mr. Jones having 
banged Hop home, in hand by 4 
lengths, from G. W. Stephens Jr’s 
Bad Harvey. Hop went to the front 
over the first and then was reversed 
in the place position as Bad Harvey 
made the running through the 11th., 
where Hop moved, making up 10 
lengths between the 11th., and 12th., 
fences. The son of Dress Parade 
went to the post, a favorite of 1-2. 
Robert B. Young’s *Robson Scott, 
first time starter, was high over 
some fences but finished strongly, 
gaining in the stretch. 

Rokeby Stables scored with 
*Frozen North in The Broad Rock, 
1-14 miles over hurdles, in the first, 
and with Enterprise, in the mile and 
70 yards on the flat in The Curles 
Neck. J. Magee was up for his share 
in the doubles for the day, on both 
*Frozen North and Enterprise. The 
former was easily the class of his 
race, winning drawing away, in hand 
by 5 lengths. Mrs. R. H. Ingalls 
Johnny Tight, with Mr. Newton Mayo 
up, closed with a rush for the place, 
coming up from last at the 6th., 
hurdle to have 8 lengths at the fin- 
ish over T. B. Gay’s Betty Tour who 
in turn had 5 lengths on Mrs. Reg- 
inald Sinelare’s Hilleastle. 

Enterprise was reserved at the 
outset back of Mr. Jones on his own 
Pretty Night, a daughter of Noc- 
turnal—Flattery, whom the Rokeby 
Stables’ 5-year-old son of Queen's 
Guild-Little Star conceded 11 pounds. 
Then A. J. Sackett’s Lancashire went 
out in front of Enterprise at the 3-4 
pole, with Jockey Magee making his 
move thereafter, to win by 2 lengths 
over Pretty Night. The 12-1 shot 
Lancashire was third. 

The Deep Run card boasted but 
30 entries, yet but 10 scratches were 
made and all the events were ring- 
ing contests. 


It was an all Ryan day for the 
Trainers as James E. Ryan saddled 
three winners in Enterprise, *Escape 
Ill and *Frozen North and John 
Ryan sent out Montpelier’s Matey 
and Hop.

PROVIDING BETTER TWO-YEAR-OLDS 








Exterminator in last week’s Chronicle put in a word against the unfortu-

nate practise of fattening yearlings for the Saratoga Sales. 
time between the Sales and the date on which trainers must 
two-year- olds for the stakes, that training of these over fat youngsters be- 
comes a difficult process and one that entails danger to the youngsters. 

It is one thing to point out that the yearlings when they go to the sales are 
too fat to be fit subjects for training for their racing careers that are but a 
few months off, and another thing to try to remedy the situation. There is 
only one place to lay the blame and this is not certainly on the shoulders of 
the breeders. True enough the breeders do the fattening and ship off their 
yearlings to the great Spa sales just as fat and big as careful feeding, a 
minimum of exercise and a summer of nursemaiding can bring about, but 
after all, the breeders have to find a market. They have to sell their product 
and to do so they are wrapping it up in the package that seems to have the 
most appeal to the American owner. 

It is not particularly gratifying to the good sense of the American buyers, 
that the most attractive wrapping for the future race horses that must go 
out and win money, is a roll of fat that hides all the defects, that slows up 
the training and hinders good racing careers for considerably longer than it 
should. But that is the trouble and who can deny the fact that many of the 
breeders are spending all summer putting on fat for the Sales, that trainers 
must their attention in getting off to ready their 
charges so that they may know what yearlings to name for the two-year-old 


immediately focus all of 


Stakes 

The question must be one of education not of the breeders and trainers, 
but of the owners themselves who should somehow be taught that a fat, soft 
yearling, is not the best subject for training. Whoever saw a fat boy go out 
and win a footrace against some lean, hard youngsters who have been scrap- 
ping around all summer. The lean, hard youngsters would win hands down 
and yet the owners who are looking for these winners, will invariably pick 
the biggest, fattest looking colts and hardly give a glance at the thin, hard 
yearlings that are ready to go out and win races. 

It seems too bad that instead of fat being the criterion at the yearling 
sales, performance could not be the test, and this performance be made by 
means of an official timing test just before the sales over a short distance. 
The idea would not work of course, because owners would rather gamble on 
a nice big, than know that the colt they are about to buy has 
just run two furlongs in .23. That would not be in the game. It might 
even be asking a little too much of the breeders, but it would certainly give 
the needed incentive for putting yearlings in racing shape rather than fitting 
them for the butcher. It is interesting to go back over the highest-priced 
yearlings at Saratoga and in doing so, rarely is it found that the biggest, fat- 
test one, that invariably brings the top price, ever amounts to anything on 
the track. The top price yearling is no doubt beautifully bred, has the most 
fashionable blood and well deserves the top price from his lineage. He is 
In fact he is a picture horse, but 
picture horses don’t necessarily make race horses. As soon as the American 
owners find this out, trainers and breeders will be able to get along better 
in producing faster, stronger two-year-olds.

Just by way of reviving the Red 
fox-Gray fox controversy which 
seems to be on the wane, I submit 
the following. 


Mr. Wooldridge and, I believe, Mr. 
Laing and others, are in error in 
Stating that the Gray belongs to the 
cat family. A look in the natural 
history books will show both varit- 
ies listed under the family Canidae 
which indicates that the Gray does 
not belong to the Cat, or Felidae 
family. However the Gray fox Unocy- 
on) is a distinct genus from the Red 
(Vulpes). 


In order to confirm my own be- 
lief and to inquire about interbreed- 
ing, I wrote to the National Geo- 
graphic Society for information. 

My reply corroborated the above 
and went on to say, ‘So far as the 
scientists at the U. S. Biological Sur- 
vey knows, there is no record of the 


two species interbreeding, and it 
seems hardly probable that they 


would, since they differ greatly not 

only in habits but also in structure.”

As I ex- 
plained in the March 8 issue these 
rare cross foxes represent the red 
going over to the silver—the black 
and silver foxes merely being color 
mutations of the red fox, as has been 
explained previously, while the grey 
fox is an entirely different family— 
just as the squirrel family do not 
cross with the raccoon family. 


However before we are too hard 
on the over credulous, let us not for- 
get the temptation in our youth of 
paying a dime to see the Jersey 
Devil, supposedly half calf and half 
vampire bat, and the Missing Link, 
half man and half ape. There is 
something fascinating in any oddities 
or miracles of Nature, and nowhere 
are the customers more gullible 
than in the rural districts. In our 
own hunting country many of the 
old timers believe tn “nexes’” and 
“the witch’s foot” and as for “‘cross- 
es,”’ the red and grey fox business is 
nothing-there are many old natives 
in the Pennslyvania Dutch country 
who will swear of cases of foxes 
crossing with poodles (many of them 
for some strange reason call small 
cur dogs ‘‘poodles.’’) Perhaps that 
is the reason why some Pennsylvania 
packs have a habit at times of chas- 
ing cur dogs—they, like the natives, 
just know that these dogs are part 
fox. 


Anyone wanting to see crosses be- 
tween apparently different animals 
should study the dogs and the wol- 
ves. Here we really have two mem- 


“bers of the same family and there- 


fore crosses are possible. In fact not 
only possible but realities as many 
sledge dogs have wolf ancestors only 
a few generations back; in fact in 
some cases only one generation.

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his hands, and that if septicaemia sets in at this time, you may lose your 
bitch and your puppies as well; to say nothing of the risk to the human 
operator. I shall not attempt to go into the details of treatment in case of 
abnormal presentation, or in case where a Casesarian operation is necessary. 
The best thing to do under such circumstances is to call in the nearest com- 
petent Vet. 

We will suppose that whelping conditions have been normal and that the 
whelps have come into the world alive and healthy. Foxhound bitches vary 
enormously in the size of their litters. I have known a bitch to have twenty- 
one live puppies, and I have also seen a single whelp only. The normal 
number is from seven to twelve. Few bitches are capable of taking care of 
more than five, and there are many men who contend that if the litter is 
reduced to one less than that number, better results are apt to follow. Bitches 
vary also in the dispositions they evince at such times,—some are freindly 
and seem to welcome attention,—whlle others are so savage that, for the first 
two or three days, no one can go near them. In any case, they are better left 
alone for the first few days, unless, as is sometimes the case with young 
bitches, they evince a desire to wilfully neglect their offspring, or are so 
inexperienced that they roll on them. In some cases they will come out of 
their pens for their food, though in many others, it is better to let them have 
it where they can eat without leaving the puppies for the first twenty-four 
hours. In any case, a lap of warm milk is all they need for the first day, 
though after that, let them have all they like in the way of milk and por- 
ridge and raw meat; and, above all, be sure that there is plenty of lime mix- 
ed with the milk, which must not be sour. 

The whelps will open their eyes in about ten days, and begin to lap at the 
end of their third week. Again, at the risk of being prolix, let me stress the 
necessity of lime in the milk which is given to the whelps, and above all, 
do not let anyone persuade you to give your whelps anything but whole milk, 
Skimmed milk is fatal, and will kill puppies quicker than anything I know, 
except a hammer. It is amazing how few people realize this fact, and how 
some will even tell you that it is unwise to give milk to puppies because milk 
breeds worms. It does; but the way to eradicate these parasites is not to 
starve the puppies, but to kill the worms. Soon the whelps will begin to show 
a desire for more solid food. and then meat,—both cooked and raw,——biscuit 
and porridge may be added to their diet. If the weather is sufficiently mild, 
they will do better, at this time, if they and their mother are put out in a 
little outdoor kennels, which should be movable and can be placed on any dry 
field or Southern hillside, where it can be moved from time to time. I 
think it best if there is a small yard which can be made by fencing in say 
a hundred square feet in front of the litthe kennel with low hurdles, which 
allow the mother to jump in and out: easily, while preventing her progeny 
from wandering away from home. These can presently be done away with, 
as the puppies will not stray too far as long as their mother is with them. 

I have omitted to say that the ‘“‘dew-claws” should be nipped off with a 
pair of scissors when the whelps are about ten days old. It will not hurt them 
then, and will save them much pain in after-life. Shortly after they are 
weaned they should be inoculated for ‘‘Yellows” (jaundice) with a serum 
which can be bought at any dealer’s in veterinary supplies. About this time, 
too, they should be given a dose of worm medicine, for, whether or not they 
show any signs of worms, you can be sure that the parasites are present in 
larger or small numbers. Hound puppies suffer from worms in England, 
but they are twice as prevalent in America. I make this statement after a 
good many years’ experience in both countries. I shall never forget my 
first English Huntsman, who had charge of my Hounds years ago, at South 
Lincoln, Massachusetts, saying to me that he was absolutely certain that 
there were no worms in his puppies. and that it was a waste of time to worm 
them. It was only when he saw the parasites crawling about in the discharged 
faesces, that he believed me, and I think that even then he thought it was 
the exception,—until he had had further experience. Worms are, to my 
way of thinking the most pernicious of all evils which affect young Hounds, 
for they are indirectly responsible for the ravages caused by Distemper and 
Hysteria, which attack Hounds in a weakened condition more easily. 

I am not going to touch on Distemper here, bacause it rarely attacks 
Hounds at this age, and I intend to take up the subject in a later article; 
but I must say a word on the much-discussed question of Hysteria,—or ‘“‘run- 
ning fits’, as it is called in some parts of the United States. There are many 
who contend that Hysteria is caused by worms and by improper feeding. 
I would like to think this was true. I do not, because I am sure that we had 
cases of worms and improper feeding long before Hysteria was ever heard 
of. No one heard of ‘‘running fits’’ in the last century, and the first time I 
can recall seeing a case of it was in 1916, at the Harford kennels in Mary- 
land. I am not sufficiently educated in veterinary science to be qualified to 
propound any theory for its cause, but my experience tells me that it is most 
apt to occur in animals whose powers of resistance are weakened by some af- 
fection or other, such as worms or improper feeding, as suggested above. 
I do know the best way to handle it. Quiet, absolute quiet, and feeding with 
raw meat and milk only; meanwhile dosing with some form of bromide, 
best given under veterinary prescription. If the disease is taken in time, 
and handled in this way, I think you wil have very few losses. As an example; 
I bought an Unentered Bitch from Sir Edward Curre in 1931. Her name was 
Woodlark, and she was a representative of a very famous family, whose 
blood I particularly wished to get into the Cattistock pack. She entered well 
and hunted like a whirlwind, and then, one day, coming home from cub- 
hunting late in August, she had a fit. My Whipper-in got down off his horse; 
caught her with a good deal of difficulty; and carried her in his arms back 
to the kennels, where we put her in solitary confinement and treated her as 
above. In a week she was well and we took her out hunting again. This was 
repeated twice more, at intervals of about two months, and then she was 
cured. That bitch was the mother of seven and a half couple of Cattistock 
bitches and God knows how many grandchildrean, who are in the pack to- 
day, and not one of whom has inherited her trouble.

The entries jump individ- 
ually but are scored as a team and 
the three having the lowest score 
are of course, the winners. At Round

The Treweryn’ Beagles’s’ Fifth 


annual Foot Point-to-Point race was 
run this year across the Radnor 
country behind the pack on a drag 
line and proved to be a very success- 
ful and popular event.

“Bun” Sharp got on a horse and 
galloped behind the pack to handle 
Hounds at the checks. His fair sis- 
ter, Sidney, acted as second horse- 
man so Treweryn’s master could 
hunt his pack on foot when neces- 
sary. The run, over three and a halt 
miles of rolling country, was sim- 
ilar to a good run on hare, William 
S. Stokes, Jr., last year’s winner 
over a four and a half mile course 
around flags, ran ever close to the 
pace and scored his second succes- 
sive victory when he sprinted to the 
finish about five yards ahead of 
David Scull and A. William Battin, 
who followed some ten yards further 
back. Miss Barbara Lucas won the 
cup for the first girl to finish from 
Miss Betsy Philler and Miss Margot 
Townsend who were second and 
third. The drag line Hounds follow- 
ed was a winding one and gave the 
slower runners a chance to cut to 
the cry of the pack and those who 
led them. The winner had to show 
hunting knowledge as well as run- 
ning ability.
